Study: Drug reduces risk of breast cancer

CHICAGO (AP) - An estrogen substitute 
used to prevent brittle bones in women who 
arc past menopause reduces the risk of 
breast cancer dramatically, a study found. 

The three-year study of 7,705 women 
found a 76 percent lower risk of brea-st can- 
cer among those taking raloxifene compared 
with those given a placebo. 

Raloxifene is marketed under the name 
Evisia by Eli Lilly^and Co., which paid for 
(he study. 

The study, published in today’s Journal of 
(he American Medical Association, was led 
-by-Dr.Sicvcn-R.-Guraming-vo-profe5sor-of- 


mcdicine and epidemiology at the 
University of California at San Francisco. 

“It's a very exciting beginning," 
Cummings said. “But we’ve only had 3.5 to 
4.5 years of experience with this. 1 think 
women should be cautious about any med- 
ications used for prevention." 

Raloxifene is port of a new generation of 
drugs scientists hope will mimic the good 
..effects of estrogen - stronger bones and a 
lower risk of heart disease - while inhibiting 
the possible harmful effects, which may 
include promoting breast and uterine can- 
cer. 

Raloxifene isn’t risk-free. It increases the 
— chance9«f-seriou5-blood-clot9r 


In Cummings’ study, 5,129 post- 
menopausal women younger than '81 
received raloxifene dally, while 2,576 got a 
dummy pill. Thirteen cases of breast cancer 
ivere diagnosed among the women on ralox- 
ifene; 27 cases were found among tliosc tak- 
ing the placebo. 

Women taking raloxifene had a 90 percent 
lower risk of a type of cancer called estro- 
gen-receptor positive breast cancer. 

Hoivevcr, raloxifene had almost no effect 
on estrogen-receptor negative breast cancer, 
one of the hardest forms of the disease to 
treat. It is most commonly developed by 
younger women and those with a genetic

Cook creates 
great dishes 
without additives

Here arc a couple of recipes 
from Knight Riddcr News Service. 

There arc many variations on 
the Red Velvet Cake recipe, but 
all arq feather-light, cocoa-flavored 
cakes that contain lots of red food 
coloring. They arc often frosted 
with a white or whipped cream- 
type frosting. 

RED VELVET CAKE

2 eggs 

2 ounces red food coloring . 

2 tablespoons cocoa 

2 1/2 cups sifted cake flour

Cream the shortening and sugar 
on high speed of electric mixer 
until very fluffy. Add the eggs and 
beat at medium speed for 2 min- 
utes. Add the food coloring and 
cocoa and stir until well blended. 
Add the f l our and salt alternately 
with the buttermilk, btir in the 
vanilla and beat 2 minutes at medi- 
um speed. Mix the baking soda 
■ ■ with the-vinegar and gently fold 
into the batter. Pour into two 
greased and floured 8- or 9-inch ' 
round pans and bake for 30 min- 
utes at 3S0 degrees, or until cake 
tests done. Cool layers completely 


HANSEN - Whole food 
cooking instructor Karen 
Lindemer, from Hansen, 
says she was guided in a

“cals arid food additives” 
from her diet.

_ .digestion. Lind_emcr_says whot- . 
ever the body cannot digest 
affects the body negatively 
before it is discar^ied as waste, 
and even worse, sometimes 
some harmful food properties 
arc not eliminated at all and 
ore stored in the body causing 
future health problems. 

The natural sweeteners 
Lindemer began using were 
maple syrup , barle y malt, or 
rice syrup, fruit juices and 
almond and vanilla flavorings. 
She says brown, turbiho and 
cane sugar are-more easily - 
digested because of the 
retained minerals. And honey 
b a great sweetener if it is not 
cooked (heat mokes it totde).

If you 
liked candidates and they had n 
good work history, you hired 
them, and you didn't have to fill 
their positions ogain until- they 
retired. 

Today it’s not so easy. As an 
employer, you face more obsta- 
cles than you did even five 
years ago. Because of low unem- 
ployment rales, you're compet- 
ing harder to find applicants. 
—You're also fighting to keep- 
employees. And you’re doing 
this in your spare time as you 
juggle more rcsponsiUilitics 
than ever. 

It seems kind of odd, then, 
ihot you're being more selective 
in hiring tlicsc days. 

“It’s almost a coniradicuon in 
such a tiglit job market ... but 
because it is so difficult to 
recruit good people, wc want to 
make succ each hire is a good 
hire and tiiat it’s going to stick,'' 
said A^ Mdcr, a senior human 
resource generalist for Liberty 
Mutual in Orlando.

Studies show the average cost

Besides actual pay and bene- 
fits, turnover brings hidden 
costs: the lime’it takes you to 
interview people, the overtime 
you pay others to pick up the 
slacl^ tlic loss of-institutional-.

-productivity- that comes widra— 
dip in morale. 

Multiply that times two or 
four or 10 over die course of a 
year, and die dollars add up. 

“Companies are realizing it’s 
better to wait and be sure dian 
to hurry up and get a warm 
body in there and deal widi the 
mistake later,” said Ann 
Robbins, senior vice president 
and managing director at Right 
Management Consultants in 
Maidand. 

But how much money do 
employers budget for turnover? 
-That question usually brings -a ' 
blank stare, said Michael 
Pollard with Business Works, a 
Maidand consuldng company. 

“I don't think anybody bud- 
gets $100,000 a year for 
turnover, but tlic cost is there,” 
he said. “There arc a lot of 
intangibles." 

So how do you hire without 
making a mistake? Here ore 
some suggestions.

'"Decide exactly what you 
want. Your goal is to find somo- 
one whose personality, work 
style and icmpcniment will fit 
in at your workplace and not 
— jiiRi-tne-person-with- tho-right—. 
skills and a good resume 
Robbins said. 

• Give each, candidate an 
assignment. Ask him to visit 
one of your offices or your Web | 
site, for example, and ^vc you- ' 
some feedback, said Plorrc 
Morncll, author of Hiring 
Smart! (1S98, Ten Speed Press, 
$24.95); 

• Screen resumes in teams. ■ 
This can give more depdi to die 
reading dian if you do it alone, 
Morncll said. But the team

who work together well.
